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Jail for men 
after night 
of rampage 

Home owners threatened in ‘horrific’ evening

A MAN who subjected mem¬ 
bers of the public to threats 
and violence during a “horrif¬ 
ic” evening rampage has been 
jailed. 

Thomas Lamb, 32, of no 
fixed abode, was jailed for eight 
years at Cambridge Crown 
Court after pleading guilty to a 
string of offences. 

The court was told that on 
December 16, 2016, Lamb 
was with co-defendant 
Albert Smith, from Burwell, 
when, armed with a knife, he 
forced his way into a property 
on Six Mile Bottom Road in 
West Wratting and threatened 
the owner.

The pair left empty handed 
and went next door where they 
threatened the occupant with 
a Stanley knife, before hitting 
him over the head with a wine 
bottle. 

They drove off in their vic¬ 
tim’s Vauxhall Corsa. 

The pair went on to crash 
the Corsa on Weston Col¬ 
ville Road and tried to steal a 
Toyota before they were picked 
up in a Transit van, the court 
was told. 

Both men were later arrested 
in Caxton, during which time 
Lamb spat at a police officer. 

Lamb was charged with 


robbery, attempted robbery, 
aggravated taking a vehicle 
without consent, driving while 
disqualified and without in¬ 
surance, actual bodily harm, 
possession of a bladed article, 
attempted theft of a vehicle 
and assaulting a police officer. 

He was jailed for a total of 
eight years and disqualified 
from driving for seven years 
and eight months. 

His accomplice, Smith, of 
Weirs Drove, Burwell, was 
jailed for 12 months after 
pleading guilty to robbery, at¬ 
tempted robbery, aggravated 
taking a vehicle without con¬ 
sent, driving without insur¬ 
ance, actual bodily harm, 
possession of a bladed article,

Appeal after 
bank fraud 

POLICE are investigating a fraud 
where £12,500 was stolen from a 
bank account. 

The theft happened after a 
woman visited one branch of 
a bank to request a new debit 
card and then went to another to 
request a new pin. 

Both were sent to the account 
holder’s home address, without 
her knowledge, but appear to 
have been intercepted. 

The new bank card and pin 
were then used at bank branches 
in Newmarket, Bury St Edmunds 
and Ipswich on the same day 
and thousands of pounds were 
withdrawn on each occasion. 

While the customer has been 
compensated by the bank, police 
are keen to speak to the woman 
pictured right who may be able 
to help with inquiries. 

She is described as white, of 
slim build, possibly in her 50s to 
60s, with below shoulder length 
brown hair.

Tenfold rise in 
child grooming 


THE number of cases of sex¬ 
ual grooming has risen ten¬ 
fold in Suffolk over the last 
five years. 

Between 2012 and 2016 
there was a total of 53 re¬ 
corded cases of sexual 
grooming in the county, ris¬ 
ing from three in 2012 to 35 
in 2016, according to Home 
Office figures. 

Suffolk police have now 
been given new powers to 
tackle the rise. A new law, 
introduced on Monday, 
makes online grooming of 
anyone under 16 an offence, 
even before any meeting 
takes place. 

The NSPCC welcomed the 
new law as “victory for com¬ 
mon sense” after lobbying 
the government through its 
‘Flaw in the Law’ campaign. 

NSPCC chief executive 
Peter Wanless said: “The lus- 
tice Secretary has done the 
right thing. 

“This is a victory for the 
50,000 people who support¬ 
ed the NSPCC’s Flaw in the

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Law campaign. It is a victory 
for common sense. 

“Children should be as 
safe online as they are of¬ 
fline, wherever they are in 
the UK. This law will give 
police in England and Wales 
the powers they need to pro¬ 
tect children from online 
grooming, and to intervene 
sooner to stop abuse before 
it starts.” 

A Suffolk police spokes¬ 
man said of the figures: 
“While this is a significant 
increase in offences, chang¬ 
es in legislation and National 
Crime Recording Standards 
are both likely to have im¬ 
pacted on this. We are now 
far more robust in what we 
record and how we record it. 

“The rise in internet usage 
has in turn led to an increase 
in online crime. We continue 
to promote internet safety 
and also actively encourage 


people to report any offenc¬ 
es to us and believe there is 
increased public confidence 
in doing so. 

“Suffolk Police, along 
with our partner agencies, 
encourage all parents and 
guardians of children who 
use social media to foster re¬ 
sponsible use by the child, to 
raise awareness of the dan¬ 
gers and be aware of who 
their child is communicat¬ 
ing with.” 

Home Office figures for 
Suffolk reveal that the num¬ 
ber of people meeting a 
child after grooming was 
just three between April 
2011 and March 2012, for the 
same period in 2012-2013 
there were five; 2013-2014 
there were six; 2014-2015 
there were four and 2015- 
2016 recorded 35. 

Under the new offence of 
sexual communication with 
a child, groomers face up to 
two years in prison and will 
be automatically placed on 
the sex offenders register.

them where they can share their 
thoughts and get help with issues." 

Mr Fenner also raised concerns 
about making sure that increased 
social care funding benefitted 
people with disabilities and autism 
and not just the ageing population.

MP in plea over 
railway crossing 


THE Minister for Rail has 
been urged to block an or¬ 
der to close the Weatherby 
crossing at Newmarket. 

Matt Hancock, MP for 
West Suffolk, has written to 
Paul Maynard to keep the 
crossing open, after Net¬ 
work Rail submitted an or¬ 
der to the Department for 
Transport last week to close 
it. 

Residents fear that the 
closure of the level cross¬ 
ing would “split the town in 
half.” 

Network Rail, however, is 
adamant that the crossing is 
“dangerous”. 

Mr Hancock, who is lead¬ 
ing the fight against the 
crossing closure, told the 
News: “Following my meet¬ 
ing with residents before 
Christmas, I have cam¬ 
paigned for the Weatherby 
pedestrian level crossing be 
kept open on the grounds 
that no incident has oc¬ 
curred to bring about the 
closure. 

“Network Rail have now 
submitted an order to the 
Department for Transport 
to close the pedestrian level

crossing. 

“I have therefore writ¬ 
ten to the Minister for Rail, 
Paul Maynard, urging him to 
block the order. 

“I will continue to cam¬ 
paign with residents for the 
level crossing to remain 
open.” 

Network Rail claims to 
have been working to re¬ 
duce the risk that level 
crossings pose and devel¬ 
oped proposals to close or 
change the use of 130 level 
crossings in East Anglia. 

According to Network 
Rail, the crossings identi¬ 
fied for potential closures 
include those where there 
are private rights only, peo¬ 
ple can easily be diverted to 
where a nearby alternative 
exists, and/or a new public 
route to a nearby alternative 
can be provided. 

If agreed, the closures will 
take place from late 2018. 

The decision by Network 
Rail has come under much 
scrutiny by the town since 


the plans were announced 
last year. 

Mr Hancock organised a 
rally where residents voiced 
their concerns about its clo¬ 
sure. 

Terry Cummins, 80, of 
New Cheveley Road, was 
among the protesters. 

Mr Cummins, who 
worked as a crossing keeper 
at Weatherby Crossing when 
he was 25 years old, said: 
“It’s ridiculous, because 
they’re cutting the town in 
half. Anyone who wants to 
get into the town from here 
will have to walk two miles.” 

Cllr Peter Hulbert said: “I 
don’t even think Network 
Rail knows what happens 
with certain people. Espe¬ 
cially people that are disa¬ 
bled. If they shut it, you’d be 
dividing the community.”

Minister wears 
two hats 

AN interesting point about the 
railway crossing closures is that the 
Secretary of State for Transport, who 
is due to take the final decision, 
is also in charge of Network Rail, 
as a "special member" (effectively 
a director). Indeed, he is in sole 
charge, as the list of resignations of 
others is spectacularly long. 

I would suggest, therefore, that 
there is a conflict of interest with 
the minister wearing both hats, even 
though he may seek to swap them. 
This is not to suggest that the minister 
stands to profit personally from his 
dual positions. However, the legal 
position, I suggest, is nemo iudex in 
causa sua potest (none can be judge 
in his own cause). 

I would suggest that rail companies 
would not wish to consider that 
pedestrian crossings could be 
made safe by electrically operated 
gates which lock when trains are 
approaching, due to the associated 
expense. Such a cost saving/cutting 
exercise in light of the possible sale of 
Network Rail to rail operators makes 
sale or acquisition more attractive 
financially. 

This relatively simple example, I 
feel, demonstrates the problem of the 
privatisation of former nationalised 
utilities and services in that the public 
interest is subsumed to financial 
interests. Of course, we also have 
the problem that many former public 
utilities and services have overseas 
shareholders. 

Interestingly, the Office of the 
Railway Regulator proudly proclaims 
its independence on its website 
but also states that members are 
appointed by the minister and 
the office is funded by the railway 


industry, which seems rather curious.

EEA doctors 
vital to NHS 

HAVING triggered Article 50, 
the Prime Minster must now do 
everything in her power to control 
the impact of Brexit on the NHS 
and protect patient care across the 
country by granting permanent 
residence to European Economic 
Area (EEA) nationals working in the 
UK. 

European doctors are vital to the 
NHS in the East of England, many 
have lived here for years and are 
not just NHS workers but valuable 
members of our communities. 

We should recognise the valuable 
contribution they make by protecting 
their right to remain and to work in 
the UK, rather than placing them and 
their families in a position where they 
are facing an uncertain future. 

Worryingly, a recent BMA survey 
found that four in ten EEA doctors 
working in the UK are considering 
leaving following Brexit. With the 
NHS at breaking point and facing 
crippling staff shortages in many 
areas, losing more doctors would 
seriously impact patient care. 

This decision not only impacts 
the numbers of doctors and health 
care staff in our NHS, we will also 
risk losing skilled researchers who 
are vital to the future of medical 
advancement in this country. 

To protect patient care, it is 
absolutely vital that the government 
grants EEA doctors working in the 
NHS permanent residence; the 
stability and future of our NHS 
depends upon it.

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Animal trust 
leads way 

The Animal Health Trust - which is celebrating its 
75th anniversary year - tells of its work supporting 
the horse racing industry, in a new column for 
Newmarket News 



NEWMARKET is not only 
the home of horse racing 
- it is also the home of the 
UK's leading veterinary and 
scientific research charity, the 
Animal Health Trust (AHT). 

Known locally for treating 
sick or injured horses, dogs 
and cats in its expert clinics, 
not as many of you will know 
that the AHT's vets and 
scientists also support the 
horse racing industry. 

Throughout the charity's 
75-year history, the AHT 
has played a vital role in 
preventing, diagnosing, and 
researching disease and 
injuries which affect the 
thoroughbred. 

One of their most 
successful patients was 
champion racehorse Mill 
Reef, in 1972, who shattered 
his cannon bone. 

AHT surgeons managed 
to save his leg and his life, 
allowing him to begin a new 
career at stud. 

The AHT have continued 
to research fractures, which 
pose the largest threat to a 
racehorse's career. 

AHT research discovered 
that there is a genetic risk 
of fracture, and that these 
injuries are not solely related 
to training and environmental 
factors. Using the AHT's 
genetic research to identify 
horses of higher risk to

fracture, presents breeders 
and trainers with the biggest 
opportunity to improve the 
health and welfare of the 
thoroughbred population. 

Alongside identifying a 
cause of fractures, AHT 
scientists are currently 
investigating the use of stem 
cells as an effective treatment 
for tendon injuries, which can 
also threaten a racehorse's 
longevity on the track. 

Stem cell therapy is 


available, but the current 
techniques have some 
practical limitations and 
relatively little scientific 
evidence that they are 
effective. 

The AHT wants to 
understand how stem cells 
adapt and provide the best 
healing mechanism, so that 
horses (from racehorses to 
happy hackers) are given the 
best chance for a successful 
recovery from injury. 

The AHT has been 
supporting racehorses and the 
racing industry for many years 
now, but it continues to push 
veterinary medicine to the 
best that it can be, to be able 
to provide new hope, help 
prevent disease and injury in 
the first instance, and develop 
effective treatments and 
vaccines for at least another 
75 years.

Mum ‘positive* over 
landfill site search 


THE mother of missing air¬ 
man Corrie McKeague was 
remaining ‘positive’ as the 
hunt for her son at a landfill 
site in Cambridgeshire con¬ 
tinued into a fifth week. 

Nicola Urquhart, 48, said 
she was not “grief stricken’ 
about the search for her son 
- but she was “utterly real¬ 
istic” about the outcome of 
the search in Milton. 

Corrie has been missing 
since September 24 after 
a night out in Bury St Ed¬ 
munds. 

Mrs Urquhart said: “To say 
getting through each day is 
difficult is such an under¬ 
statement. 

“We all deal with pressure 
or guilt in different ways, I 
can only talk for myself. 

“Personally, contrary to

press articles, at this time, I 
am not grief stricken. 

“Corrie has not been 
found yet so although utter¬ 
ly realistic, I am focused on 
remaining positive for my¬ 
self, Makeyan and Darroch 
to ensure I continue to do all 
I can to find Corrie.” 

She added: “I feel we are at 
a time in this investigation 
by Suffolk police, that may 
be about to bring us answers 
- this is about as much as I 
wish to focus on right now. 

“I would ask of you all on 
Find Corrie (the Facebook 
page) to please understand 
that positivity even in the 
most tragic of circumstanc¬ 


es, makes it a little easier to 
cope with.” 

The landfill site is being 
searched after a bin lorry 
travelling from Bury St Ed¬ 
munds was found to have 
carried weight that may 
have been a body. 

Police have now trawled 
through around 1,000 from 
8,000 tonnes of rubbish at 
the Milton landfill site. 

The whole search could 
take up to 10 weeks. 

Meanwhile, it is believed 
that Corrie’s dad Martin Mc¬ 
Keague, based in Scotland, 
has moved into a camper 
van in Suffolk and visits the 
landfill site when he can. 

Mr McKeague claimed 
that the police had done 
an “incredible job” so far in 
searching for his son.

Complaints to police about drones go sky-high 


SUFFOLK Police have seen a 300 per 
cent rise in two years in the number 
of complaints about nuisance drones, 
according to new figures. 

One complaint involved a 
neighbour who was reported for 
repeatedly flying a drone over a 
arden, particularly when teenagers 
ad been sunbathing. 

There were 17 complaints reported

in 2014, but that figure surged to 38 
in 201 5 and rose to 74 in 2016. 

The findings, based on Freedom of 
Information requests, coincide with a 
jump in the popularity of the remote- 
controlled devices. 

Available for as little as £30 and 
often having built-in cameras, sales 
of the gadgets have risen sharply in 
recent years. 


Police forces in the UK were asked 
for data on the complaints they 
recorded involving drones in 2014, 
2015, and 2016. 

There were consecutive year-on- 
year rises in most areas and in some 
cases the numbers soared from only a 
handful to three-figure totals. 

Sussex police recorded the highest 
number in the UK, with 240. 


‘I’d rather die than 
face trial in the US’

A SUSPECTED hacker who al¬ 
legedly gained access to some of 
America’s most sensitive websites 
has said he would ‘rather die’ than 
be extradited. 

Lauri Love, 31, is appealing 
against an extradition order to face 
trial in the US for allegedly hacking 
into the FBI, the US central bank 
and NASA. 

Mr Love, who has Asperger’s Syn¬ 
drome and lives at Stradishall, said: 
“If there are no other options and it 
is a choice between being subject 
to the US justice system and being 
turned into an example or deter¬ 
rent or choosing to end my own life 
as an alternative then I do reserve 
the right to do so.” 

He has previously said that he 
feared he would die in a US prison 
as it would be “very hard for me to 
imagine not being able to access in¬ 
formation using computers”. 

Mr Love compared the loss of 
technology in his life to a condition 
that would limit his very existence. 
He said: “It would be like losing 
my sight if I was locked away from 
technology and only able to use a 
telephone to call my family once a 
week. 

“It is very hard for me to imag¬ 
ine not being able to access infor¬ 
mation using computers - that’s 
the way I have interfaced with the 
world since I was able to.” 

Mr Love, who was first arrested 
at his home in 2013, said he would 
work with intelligence agencies to 
highlight “vulnerabilities” in their 
systems. 


Mr Love said if the US authori¬ 
ties were interested in “actionable 
intelligence or vulnerabilities” then 
“I would want to work with them”. 

He said the Pentagon currently 
offered “bounties” to approved US 
citizens to find vulnerabilities. 

Lawyers for Mr Love said his 
mental health problems meant he 
should not be sent abroad, but US 
prosecutors said that was an excuse 


to escape justice. 

He had computer equipment 
seized by British police, but the 
UK investigation into him was 
dropped. 

Home Secretary Amber Rudd has 
signed an order for the extradition 
process to continue. 

An appeal against his extradition 
is expected to be heard at the High 
Court at a date to be confirmed. 


FUNDING 

Libraries urged to apply for share of £150k 


A CHARITABLE trust is urging public 
libraries in the area to apply for a share 
of £150,000. 

Engaging Libraries has been set 
up by Carnegie UK Trust to support 
public library projects across the UK 
and Ireland, which place "creative 
and imaginative public engagement 
ideas and health and wellbeing at their 
heart". 

Libraries are encouraged to think 
broadly about potential themes and 
activities which may be suitable for 


funding - projects that might seek to 
engage people on understanding how 
the brain works, exploring how to 
cope with a long term illness. 

Activities might include exhibitions, 
film screenings, performances or the 
development of digital tools. 

The one-year project, which is also 
managed by Wellcome, the world's 
largest medical research charity, will 
start from October, 2017. 

The £150,000 programme will 
support up to 10 projects. 


Applications will be open from May 
2 until August 23. 

Neil Maclnnes, president, Society 
for Chief Libraries and a member of 
the project advisory group, said: "The 
Engaging Libraries initiative is a great 
opportunity for libraries to be creative 
and experimental in designing a health 
and wellbeing engagement activity that 
they have not have tried before."

A BY-ELECTION for a seat on 
Newmarket Town Council is 
set to take place in May. 

The council is attempt¬ 
ing to fill the void left by Cllr 
Chris Barker, pictured, who 
left in February because of 
“time constraints”.

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Why does Easter change? 


E aster eggs have been in the shops for what 
feels like forever, but the Easter bank holiday 
is finally upon us - which means that the 
lovely long weekend is just around the corner. 

Adults are looking forward to some roast lamb 
and family time, while kids everywhere are 
excited to get their hands on all those chocolate 
Easter eggs they've been eyeing up. We know 
when Valentine's Day is, and when our parents' 
birthdays are (more or less), but what about 
Easter? 

Unlike the majority of Christian holidays, 

Easter does not have a fixed date. So, in Western 
Christianity, Easter will ALWAYS fall between 
22 March and 25 April. A council of Christian 
bishops was convened by Roman Emperor 
Constantine I in AD 325, the First Council of 
Nicea, in order to make decisions about several 
Christian topics. 

It was decided at this council that Easter 
Day should fall on the first full moon after the 
Spring Equinox, and that it should always fall 
on a Sunday to represent the day of Christ's 
Resurrection. 

The paschal full moon was chosen as a basis, 
as this coincides with the date of Passover on 
the Jewish calendar. As such, Easter is set as the 
Sunday following Passover 
This year, Good Friday is April 14, making 
Easter Sunday April 16 and April 17a bank 
holiday. 

As a comparison, in 2018, the Easter long 
weekend will run from March 30 to April 2.

Creative haven: 
Schist Villages in 
the Serra da Lousa 
in central Portugal 


ALISON JONES 

discovers Portugal's 
hidden creative side 
far from the tourist traps 


T HE breathtaking Palacio da 
Lousa has not always been a 
boutique hotel, but it has a 
long history of dealing with 
unexpected guests. 

Back in March 1811, the Marechal 
Messena, commander of the 
Napoleonic troops, was looking 
forward to a fine dinner at the 
manor in Lousa. 

But he suffered a sudden loss of 
appetite after hearing of the Lrench 
army's defeat by the combined 
English and Portuguese forces at the 
Battle of Foz de Arouce. 

Forget the food. He promptly fled. 
The Duke of Wellington, the 
winner in the fight, rode into Lousa 
and sat down to enjoy his van¬ 
quished foe's meal. 

It is a tale that's still fondly 
recounted at the Palacio. It doesn't 
take an army to secure a reservation 
in its dining hall nowadays, a phone 
call will generally do. 

While there, it is worth tearing 
your eyes away from the food, 
though, to enjoy the splendour of 
the surroundings of the 18th century 
building, the former home of the 
Viscondessa do Espinhal, a famous 
benefactress of the town. 

In the evening, when the mercury 
has been hitting 30°C, the lure of the 
terrace outside, with its views of the 
hotel's terraced gardens and the 
mountains beyond, is hard to resist, 


especially with a glass of one of the 
many fine, locally produced wines 
in hand. 

It is in those mountains that 
tourists can find a very different type 
of accommodation. Lousa serves as 
gateway to the 26 Schist Villages. 
These micro-communities date back 
to the 16th century and are named 
after the stone the houses and 
pathways are built from. 

They cluster in the Serra above 
Lousa and were originally homes for 
the poorer people of the region, who 
relied on the natural grazing there 
for their livestock. 

It was a hard life, isolated and 
lacking in amenities. By the middle 
of the last century, the younger 
generations were abandoning the 
villages in favour of the modern 
comforts and better job prospects 
elsewhere. 

Ironically, it was isolation that 
brought people back to the Schist 
Villages in the 1960s, as hippies 
looked for somewhere they could 
drop off the map. Since the late 
1980s and early 1990s, there has 
been a concerted effort to bring life 
back to these ghost villages, to 
repair the crumbling homes using 
traditional techniques, and to 
rehabilitate the communities. 

They have become a network 
where tourists seeking an alterna¬ 
tive to swimming pools and sun

loungers can come and stay, cosying 
into the rebuilt houses, now fully 
supplied with electricity and 
internet connections. 

Surrounded by nature, the villages 
offer countless opportunities for 
hiking, mountain biking or trail 
running through the Serra, rafting or 
canoeing on the rivers, even 
paragliding from the highest peaks. 

In the villages large enough to 
support a store, local crafts and 
produce are sold, including dark 
honey and Talasnicos, a type of cake 
peculiar to the region made from 
chestnuts, almonds and honey. 

The international artistic commu¬ 
nity discovered the appeal of the 
Schists far earlier than adventurous 
holidaymakers. Kerstin Thomas, a 
German student attending the 
University of Coimbra in Central 
Portugal, came to the village of 
Cerdeira back in 1988. A wood 
carver, she was looking for some¬ 
where to practise her art, but also 
wanted to save the buildings she 
found before they crumbled. 

Only intending to stay for a short 
while, she has instead spent a 
lifetime at Cerdeira. For the past 11 
years she has run the Elementos A 
Solta (Art Meets Nature) - a four-day 
programme of courses, workshops 
and demonstrations that takes over 
the whole village, and attracts 
around 1,000 visitors. The festival is

kept deliberately intimate to suit 
the surroundings. 

Even outside this weekend of 
concentrated creativity, there are 
opportunities to visit and learn 
from guest artists in residence. A 
Japanese master ceramicist has 
even built his own kiln there so he 
can come back to give classes. 

Grouped together with the Schist 
Villages are central Portugal's other 
great secret, the praias fluviais 
(river beaches). With the coast an 
hour's drive away, they are a 
delightful alternative place to cool 
down on a searing hot day. 

They range from watering holes 
that are literally off a beaten track, 
with nothing more than a rope tied 
to a tree by way of an amenity, to 
large stretches of river complete 


with changing rooms, space for 
water sports and even lifeguards. 

One to seek out is the River Beach 
that lies beneath the ancient 
ramparts of the Castelo da Lousa. 
The crystal-clear waters are 
overlooked by the Restaurante O 
Burgo, definitely worth booking a 
table at to enjoy food prepared 
using the bounty of the region, 
including wild boar, rabbit, deer 
and old goat marinated in red wine. 

This is an area of Portugal rich in 
history, heritage, arts and culture. 

The crowds head for the beaches, 
yacht marinas, golf courses, villas 
and bars of the Algarve - and that's 
fine if that's your thing. 

Tell you what, let's keep the 
hidden Portugal secret a while 
longer. I won't tell if you don't...

lune reveals in

lune points out: "Most women

£75 on a bra, but once you have 
one on, you immediately feel the 
difference. 

"Someone who understood this 
right away is the wonderful 
comedian lo Brand. Io first came 
into Rigby & Peller with Trinny 
Woodall and Susannah Constan¬ 
tine to film an episode for their 
hugely successful television series, 
What Not To Wear. Io needed help 
but was not 100% convinced that 
was possible. A short spell in the 
fitting room changed all that.”
